5 1/2 years?? How insulting! Apparently the price 
of a young man's life. Forget deporting him. Hang 
him. Waste of space. 


The sentence handed down on a New 
Malden man who drunkenly mowed 
down a South African rugby fan has 
has come under ferocious attack by 
family, friends - and our readers. 

Hugh Morton’s family also 
launched an attack on UK immigra¬ 
tion services after it emerged Con¬ 
golese Jimmy Katende, 31, had failed 
in his asylum application and could 
have been deported. 

Katende, of Potters Grove, was 
jailed for five-and-a-half years by 
Kingston Crown Court on Friday, 
February 29. 

He was driving with no licence or 
insurance and was more than two- 
and-a-half times the legal drink- 
drive limit when he hit Mr Morton, 

34, in Wimbledon Chase on October 
20 last year. 

Mr Morton’s sister, Nicky Napier, 

35, of Surbiton, has criticised the UK 
immigration system, which she said 
should have deported Katende in 
2001 when his asylum application 
was refused. 

She said: “The whole UK immigra¬ 
tion system is lacking. This man 
[Katende] wasn’t underground - he 
had a house and a job - how much 
easier could he have made it for the 
authorities to find him?” 

And our readers joined the chorus 
of disapproval, leaving a torrent of 
outrage when news of Katende’s sen¬ 
tence broke on our website, your 
localguardian.co.uk 

Mr Morton had been to a pub to 
watch the South African’s triumph 
in the rugby world cup. 

He was walking home in Kingston 
Road at 4.25am when he was hit by

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Katende’s car. 

It emerged during the case that Ka¬ 
tende had also been in the pub, and 
police found an almost-empty bottle 
of cognac in his jacket when he was 
arrested. 

Prosecutor Philip Bennetts said 
Katende, who worked at Tudor 
Williams in New Malden, was driv¬ 
ing at about 40mph when his car hit 
a bollard, lost control and mounted 
the pavement, hitting Mr Morton. 

Katende’s defence solicitor Caro¬ 
line Haughey said: “This was a 
grotesque error of judgement. He is 
a foolhardy man. 

“He thought he could take a short 
route home but he caused an inno¬ 
cent man to lose his life.” 

Sentencing, Judge Fergus Mitchell 
described Katende as “hopelessly 
drunk” and his actions as “utterly 
inexcusable”. 

“This was the most grave failing on 
your part that caused this collision 
with this innocent man,” he said. 

“You might as well have been let¬ 
ting a shotgun off in the street. You 
had in your possession a lethal 
weapon - you could not cope with 
driving it. Once you got into that car, 
I would say an incident was in¬ 
evitable. As it was, you killed some¬ 
body.” 

Judge Mitchell recommended that 
Katende be deported after serving 
his sentence. 

Katende fled the Democratic Re¬ 
public of Congo in 1999 because of 
his father’s political activities.

Firms back £60m hotel 


Developers are confident their 
new planning application for a 
four star hotel on Kingston’s 
riverside will be given the green 
light after it won support from 
businesses and the Kingston So¬ 
ciety. 

The £60million Skerne Road 
development, which includes 
370 residential units and a 180- 
room hotel run by the Moran 
Group, was rejected in October 
following concerns at its height, 
lack of larger family homes and 
the decision to locate all of the 
affordable housing units in one 
block. 

But there are still only 12 
parking spaces for the hotel, up 
from 10 in the rejected applica¬ 
tion, although this was not a 
reason for refusal. 

Developer NHP submitted a 
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fresh planning application on 
February 29 following a “posi¬ 
tive response” from the 88 peo¬ 
ple who visited the exhibition 
earlier in the month. 

NHP has also submitted an ap¬ 
peal against the previously re¬ 
jected application, but hopes 
the new scheme will be accept¬ 
ed before the appeal reaches a 
public inquiry. 

The two main buildings have 
been halved from 16-storey tow¬ 
ers to two lower buildings of 
five and eight storeys. 

Lisa Gagliani, chief executive 
of Kingston Chamber of Com¬ 
merce, said the hotel would be 
an “invaluable asset” to the 
town centre.

Mr Tetteh’s defence solici¬ 
tor Noel Lucas claimed the 
girl was trying to pass the 
blame after making a fool of 
herself and became trapped 
by her story once police 
were called.

Waste collection slashed 


Non-recyclable rubbish collec¬ 
tions in Kingston will be cut to 
once a fortnight when the coun¬ 
cil’s new contract starts in 
September. 

The announcement came 
after the controversial Berry - 
lands trial saw recycling rates 
rise dramatically when rubbish 
was picked up fortnightly and 
recycling bins every week. 

But the scheme was not with¬ 
out its detractors and Kingston 
Council hopes increasing the 
number of items that will 
be collected for recycling 
will placate some people.

cycling rates to about 48 per 
cent, putting Kingston among 
the greenest in the country. 

Councillor Liz Green, execu¬ 
tive member for environment 
and sustainability, said: “It is 
quite right that we should be 
forced to recycle more because 
we need to be taking it seriously. 

“People talk about car fumes, 
but methane from landfill sites 
is 20 times worse for climate 
change.” 

The cash-strapped council ad¬ 
mitted last week the contract 
was more expensive than cur¬ 
rent arrangements, but said it 


was still cheaper than increases 
in landfill tax, which come into 
force soon. 

Leader of the Conservative 
opposition Councillor Howard 
Jones said the council could ex¬ 
pect increased fly-tipping. 

He added: “They are depriv¬ 
ing the community of some¬ 
thing that it pays for in its 
council tax. If they are going to 
change it, they should put it to 
the people.”

Did the earth 
move for you? 

There are many doubters, but people 
in Kingston reported feeling last 
week’s earthquake, the biggest to hit 
the UK in 25 years. 

Although the epicentre was in Mar¬ 
ket Rasen in Lincolnshire, Kingston 
did not escape the brief tremor at 
about lam on Tuesday, February 26. 

Simon Harris, who lives in Tolworth, 
said: “At first I wasn’t sure if it was an 
earthquake, my bed turned to jelly for 
about three seconds - it was very 
weird. 

“For about 10 minutes I was thinking 
‘was it an earthquake?’ - but it wasn’t 
until I read the national news in the 
morning that I realised.” 

The earthquake measured 5.2 on the 
Richter scale and was felt as far away 
as Wales and East Sussex, with dam¬ 
age caused to chimney stacks and ma¬ 
sonry near the epicentre.

The news is the latest in a 


series of poor results for 
Kingston health users, after it 
was revealed they faced the 
longest waiting list in the coun¬ 
try for hearing aids, many dia¬ 
betics were not receiving sight 
saving tests and the PCT was 
struggling to tackle a £21million 
deficit.

On path to recovery 
from eating disorders

the world’s experts on eating disorders to find out the facts

The smell of hot, delicious food 
wafts down the stairs at the eating 
disorders unit at Springfield Hospi¬ 
tal. 

It is lunchtime and 20 young, frag¬ 
ile-looking women are quietly sit¬ 
ting down at a table in the dining 
room. Nurses in plain clothes sit 
with them as they bravely begin on 
their plates. 

Away from the group, one girl is 
walking into her room pushing a 
machine in front of her. Not yet 
ready to bring food to her mouth, 
she is being fed by a tube into her 
nose. 

Women from across the country 
come to stay at Springfield’s in-pa¬ 
tient unit, whose recovery rates 
have brought it an international 
reputation in this area of mental 
health. 

One in 100 women aged 15 to 40 
will develop anorexia. There is no 
single known cause for this terrify¬ 
ing disorder and with each case 
being slightly different it can be dif¬ 
ficult to treat - 15 to 20 per cent of 
patients will die from it. 

Anorexia occurs in all social 
groups but leading authority Pro¬ 
fessor Hubert Lacey, who teaches 
and practises here, says young 
women are most susceptible, often 
because they struggle to cope with 
the changes to their body during 
adolescence. 

He says: “A woman’s puberty is 
much shorter and much more 
marked than a man’s. Women are 
fattier - they gain fatty tissue for 
breastfeeding and food reserves. 

“This alters their relationships 
with their family and with society 
Some women find it hard to handle 
this change and they long for the 
quietness of childhood. Anorexia 
becomes a coping strategy” 

Pressure on teenage girls over 
marital problems, friendships and 
relationships, together with rapid, 
radical changes in their physical 
appearance can all trigger an obses¬ 
sive fear of normal body weight. 

Many young women come to 
Springfield weighing as little as 
three or four stone and are gently 


nursed back to health. 

Laura Lock, head occupational 
therapist, says: “It is similar to the 
transition from babies to adoles¬ 
cents. Some patients need to be held 
while they are fed. They are literal¬ 
ly on death’s door.” 

Quite apart from the health impli¬ 
cations of a profound weight loss, 
eating disorders fundamentally af¬ 
fect a person’s ability to go about 
their everyday lives. 

Going to the pub, shopping for 
clothes, getting in the bath and 
looking in the mirror can all be¬ 
come frightening ordeals for some¬ 
one who detests their own shape. 

At Springfield, patients are helped 
through occupational therapy and 
psychiatry to overcome their hatred 
of their body and fear of food. They 
also learn to communicate with oth¬ 
ers, live independently and manage 
stress and anxiety 

Ms Lock says: “Some people want 
to stay ill and it can go on all their 
lives. They go out, lower their 
weight and come back in.” 

However, of those who do develop 
anorexia, 50 per cent will recover. 
Springfield has not had a single 
death of a patient in care. The staff 
are helping hundreds of women 
and their families to overcome this 
devastating illness and lead normal 
and happy lives.

With the Think in Kingston festival urging residents 
to engage their grey matter, we asked AC Grayling, 
author, philosophy professor and festival guest, 
what has got him thinking in recent times. He spoke 
to JONATHAN PORTLOCK 


‘Iraq was a crocked-up 
endeavour by neocons' 


Do you think people in the West 
take their liberty for granted? 

They do and people should be more 
watchful about them. We’ve seen 
over the last five years serious re¬ 
ductions in our civil liberties. 

Is the erosion of our civil liber¬ 
ties inevitable in today’s terror¬ 
ist climate - is it not just a lesser 
evil? 

After 7/7, Tony Blair said the ter¬ 
rorists want to us to change our 
way of life but we never will. We 
then went on to change our way of 
life [with these new laws]. One has 
to accept that there will always be 
bad people and the security ser¬ 
vices have to be alert - but this must 
be balanced with a respect for civil 
liberties. The first duty of govern¬ 
ment is to protect the liberties of 
people. The idea that security mat¬ 
ters more is feeble. 

Why do you disagree with some 
people that religion played an 
important role in the develop¬ 
ment of human rights and con¬ 
tinues to play a needed role in 
society? 



Philosophical: AC Grayling 


We had to wrench human rights out 
of the grip of the church. The 
church was a totalitarian regime. 
Religious movements have the right 
to exist and have their say, but they 
are self-interest groups and should 
have no more privilege than other 
self-interest groups, such as trade 
unions. For instance, there are 
10,000 faith schools funded out of 
our tax money. This is not accept¬ 
able. 


Is it ultimately foolish to try to 
impose democracy on other 
parts of the world? 

You can’t do it. In the case of Iraq, 
there is now a pragmatic realisa¬ 
tion that America’s support for dic¬ 
tatorial regimes was justifiable 
because a strong man is the only 
way to keep vociferous societies 
under control. Iraq was a crocked- 
up endeavour by the neocons to fin¬ 
ish what “daddy” [George Bush Sr] 
could have finished. 

What importance does philoso¬ 
phy have in everyday life? 

It is of direct relevance to human 
life. Traditionally, philosophy has 
been fundamentally about how we 
should live, what human nature is 
and how we can construct a good so¬ 
ciety. Until people think about 
[these things], then they are just 
footballs kicked around by other 
people.

It takes a brave band to 
admit that they are ditching 
their old sound as they 
prepare to release their 
second album, but New 
York-based indie outfit We 
Are Scientists are nothing if 
not different.

“Our last record fitted into 
the genre of post-punk 
dance but that genre really 


needs no further addition,” 
he adds, correctly. 

“This record reflects our 
feelings now and it has 
much more of a generic pop 
sound.” 

Cain formed We Are 
Scientists with fellow mem¬ 
ber Keith Murray at college 
in California back in 2000. 

They were originally 
joined by Michael Tapper on 
drums, who left the band in 
November last year to be re¬ 
placed by Adam Aaronson. 

And he admits the long 
road to success has made 
producing an album a lot 
simpler this time around. 

He adds: “It has been a lot 
easier in a lot of ways. 

“We are not in a position 


of needing to fight our way 
through the minefield of up¬ 
coming bands. 

“There is pressure to live 
up to with the first record 
and that will always be the 
case.” 

The US act have been 
under the spotlight in this 
country since being part of 
the NME Tour with the Arc¬ 
tic Monkeys in 2006, and last 
year supported the Kaiser 
Chiefs on their UK jaunt. 

And Cain revealed the 
reception they get over here 
far outstrips that in their 
homeland. 

He explains: “We are on a 
completely different level 
here than to back in the US. 

“Live music seems to be 


more integral in the UK and 
people seem to be in it for a 
longer period of their life. 

“In the US everything 
seems aimed at a much 
younger market, so it’s a 
great scene to be part of.”

The search for the secret of 
eternal youth arrives at 
the Riverhouse this week 
when Oscar Wilde’s gothic 
masterpiece, The Picture 
of Dorian Gray, receives a 
radical overhaul from the 
European Arts Company. 

Wilde’s classic tale charts 
the descent of Dorian from 
handsome fop to murder¬ 
ing womaniser after he 
wishes a portrait of him to 
age instead of him.

Playing the numbers game 

lain Dooley takes a closer look at 
the Citroen C6 2.2 HDi 


Put aside the glamour for one moment: 
buying and running an executive car is 
often all about the numbers. 

Factor in what’s left in the bank after 
doing the initial deed and then feeding 
the thing with fuel and keeping HM 
Gov happy, and it’s no wonder you see 
so many glum people driving Audis 
and BMWs. 

Granted, there’s not a lot of choice in 
the executive sector, what with the big 
German firms having sown up the 
market long ago. But, along with Volvo 
and its S80, you have another left-field 
choice in the shape of Citroen’s C6. 

The C6, has earned the right to be 
called futuristic. The car’s long, low 
and lithe profile hints at something 
from a galaxy far, far away. So consider 
this: Citroen’s C6 in diesel form. No, 
not the flagship 2.7 V6 but the more re¬ 
cently introduced 2.2-litre, four-cylin¬ 
der version. On paper it’s going to be 
pretty cheap to run, what with a 
claimed 42.8mpg on the combined cycle 
- the V6 diesel delivers 32.5mph. 


One reason for the 2.2-litre car’s im¬ 
pressive figures - remember the C6 is a 
big car - is the standard fit manual 
gearbox. It’s fair to say that a manual 
gearbox is not always appreciated 
in an executive car, but it’s one way 
of achieving better than average 
environmental figures. And, if it’s any 
consolation, the unit in the C6 boasts a 
short, snappy action to make the chore 
of changing gear much easier than ex¬ 
pected. 

Enough excuses, the C6 in lowly 
diesel trim is perfectly able to stand 
scrutiny on its own. Performance-wise 
the car is no slouch as, again, the on- 
paper figures show: 135mp top speed 
and 9.5 seconds for the sprint to 60mph. 
It only takes a few miles behind the 
wheel to realise that you’re not missing 
much by opting for the 2.2 and not the 
V6 diesel. The former is every bit as 
quiet and no less responsive despite the 
performance deficit. 

Sure, the bigger engine doesn’t have 
to work quite as hard, but in the 



2.2 you’re more inclined to take it 
easy and waft along more than 
you would normally. 

In summary, this C6 is all about mak¬ 
ing you feel good either as the driver or 


a passenger. For one thing the car’s 
cabin is the kind that invites you to sit 
back and relax. The C6’s seats are wide 
and plush, while there’s plenty of room 
fore and aft in which to stretch out. 

If you’re after something genuinely 
different and wouldn’t mind holding on 
to some of your hard-earned cash in 
the process, the C6 in 2.2-litre diesel 
guise could be a surprisingly sensible 
option. Well equipped and offering an 
ownership experience like no other, in 
this case it’s not only the numbers that 
add up.

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Mo has fixed 
his focus on 
Beijing glory 


Teddington-based distance run¬ 
ner Mo Farah may be gunning 
for world indoor gold this 
weekend, but the British num¬ 
ber one would trade it for a 
podium finish at this summer’s 
Olympic Games in Beijing. 

The 24-year-old, who will com¬ 
pete in the 3,000m alongside 
fellow Briton Nick McCormick, 
booked his Valencia berth after 
producing a personal-best per¬ 
formance in the two-mile event 
at the Norwich Union Birming¬ 
ham Grand Prix last month. 

With the World Cross Country 
Championships in Edinburgh 
later this month, followed by 
the AAA trials in Manchester 
in July and the Olympics in 
August, Farah faces a busy few 
months on the track. 

But the European 5,000m sil¬ 
ver medallist has just one thing 
on his mind as he 
touches down in 
Spain this week - 
beating the likes 
of Ethiopian Ken- 
enisa Bekele in 
August and finally producing a 
major championship medal.
